RUSSIAN TRAITORS 
SENTENCED TO HANG

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug.

A new and picturesque figure has I 
risen to prominence in the politics of 
Maryland. 
This is " M a rse ” Sidney 
Em anuel Mudd. republican m e m b e r 1 
ofthe house from the Fifth district, 
the man who dominated the recent 
republican state convention and dic­ 
tated its nom inations and its plat­ 
form. 
Ordinarily, when a republican 
state convention is held in Maryland, 
the figure th at may been seen s ta n d ­ 
ing in the background and cracking 
the whip is Charles Bonaparte, now 
attorney general. 
But Mr. B ona­ 
parte seems to have abdicated the 
throne and 
Mr. 
Mudd 
to 
have 
om nuted it. 
More than this, it is 
said all this is prelim inary to a c a m ­ 
paign for the senate in which B ona­ 
parte and Mudd will contest for the 
honor. 
The attorney general wouM 
like the senatorship, 
but “ Marse'' 
Sydney is planning to oppose him 
and take a senate seat for himself, 
porvidlng, of course, the republicans 
elect the legislature, which will next 
be chosen. 
# Marse" Sydney Mudd comes from 
what is know n as the black belt of 
Maryland, in the southern part of 
the state, and on th** west side of the 
Chesapeake Bay. 
This is a district 
m uch of which was once a great to­ 
bacco region, but the soil has become 
worn out to a considerable extent 
and it now has a large population of 
colored 
people * and “ i>oor 
white 
tra sh .” with many small farms. Oys­ 
term en, too, form a considerable ele­ 
m ent of th** district.

Reports reached the north side to 
the effect th at John Conway, b rother 
of Edward J. Conway of 
this city, 
had been killed in the wreck, which 
he experienced about a week ago. 
while running as passenger engineer 
between Perry and Marion, iowa, but 
hp escaped. 
The wreck was the worst which 
has over taken place in th a t section 
of the country. 
E ngineer Conway 
was m aking up lost time and was 
going around a curve between the 
two cities when his train struck a 
hand car which 
the men deserted 
and left on th e track. 
The train was 
going at a mile per minute clip and 
it was impossible to stop the engine, 
so Mr. Conway relied upon the en­ 
gine knocking ihe hand car from the 
track. 
One of the wheels of the car 
caught in a frog. however, and caus­ 
ed the engine to leave the rails, one 
part of it going down cither side ot 
the em b an k m e n t. 
Th- 
ac A llow ing 
was piled on top of the engine, so 
that it was in the air about as high 
as some telephone wires which were 
near. 
When the car struck tho e n ­ 
gine it knocked off the top of th e 
cab and gave Mr. Conway a place to 
get out. 
W hen h e . was ab le.to crawl out he 


found that he had been cut in 23 
places and badly bruised otherwise. 
The shock 
was so 
great th a t hts 
teeth sunk completely 
through his 
tongue. 
He 
was 
barely able to 
stand, but looked a round for his fire­ 
man and f o in d that he had been 
killed af his post in the cab. 
The baggagem an in the car fol­ 
lowing tho engine 
was killed o u t­ 
right and two of the mail clerks n-.e 
now 
in the hospital and it is said 
that they h a v e but slight chances foi 
recovery. 
Tw enty of the passengers 
were also injured. 
T hree of the cars had to be b u r n ­ 
ed on the trac ks as they were tele­ 
scoped so badly th at they could not 
be removed. 
“ Yes" O'Qar, who is a traveling 
engineer on the road was to have 
made connections with Mr, C onw ay’s 
train to accom pany him on his trip. 
If three men had been in the engine 
they would all certainly have been 
killed as they would not have had 
room to esca,>e. 
Yes O ’Gar is a bro th er of Miss 
Mollie O'Gar on Caledonia street and 
is well known on the North side. 
Those who saw the wreck say it is 
a miracle that John Conway escaped, 
although he suffered many bad bruis­ 
es.
